This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of June 7, 2013, which 
was received in this office on June 14, 2013. Your request has been assigned case number RD 
40545 . You requested access to Federal Bureau of Investigation Headquarters Case File 100- 
HQ-465807 and New York Field Office Case File 100-NY-l 09371 regarding Edward 
Sagarin/Donald Webster Cory. These files are part of Record Group 65, Records of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 


We have completed our review of file 100-HQ-465807 (location: 490/37/08/6, box 8005), 
totaling eight pages. We have determined that five pages may be released in full. Three pages 
may be released with portions redacted under exemption (b)(7)(D) of the Freedom of 
Information Act. Exemption (b)(7)(D) exempts the release of information that could reveal the 
identity of a confidential law enforcement informant. 


We have also completed our review of file 100-NY-109371 (location: 490/31/29/6, box 2834), 
totaling 34 pages. We have determined that 23 pages may be released in full. Eleven pages may 
be released with portions redacted under exemption (b)(7)(D) of the Freedom of Information 
Act. 


If you consider this an adverse response, you may appeal, in writing, within 35 days of the date 
of this letter. Address your appeal to the Deputy Archivist of the United States, National 
Archives and Records Administration, 8601 Adelphi Road, College Park, MD 20740-6001. 
Please indicate that your correspondence is a FOIA appeal on both the letter and the envelope.

At the Last mooting of the Foundation Board* I presented th© 


request of Mr* Ed* Sagarin (Corey}* the author of "The Homosexual in 
America" that I spook before o discussion group of individuals ho had or- , 
ganlsed*. It was made olear to Mr* "Corey” that th© Foundation specifi¬ 
cally discouraged groups of this 6ort* but that* if ho thought that my 
experience was worth anything* I ?;©uld be glad to speak as an Individual* 
Arrangements were therefore made for me to speak at the homo of a Dr* 

V.'eil in Kew Gardens* Considerable difficulty was had in finding the ad¬ 
dress because of some peculiar characteristics of street numbering In 
that area* X arrived somewhat late* at about 8*60 PM** and found about 
twenty toon in Dr* Kell’s parlor* They were in various social attitudes* 
and seemed to be having a good time gosslpping among themselves* When 
I arrived* it seems that an alooholle beverage (whisky) was about to be A 
served* Zt was considered unwise to objeot to this* although I had some 
misgivings as to whether a serious address oould be made to the aoccrapanl- 
montof clinking -glasses* and the relaxed (?) attitude alleged to be pro¬ 
duced by liquor* It is interesting to not© that this man made no effort to 
provide the speaker with more acceptable refreshment* 


Mr* Sagarin-Corey opened the meeting with some complimentary 


statements about the Foundation* and on appeal for financial assistance* 

I very quickly denided that it were best to state that Mr. Sagarin-Corey 
made his appeal without my authority* In no case were contributions made* 
nor need they be expected* X spoke quite briefly* using some of the ma¬ 
terial I had given at Gnion Seminary* Because the day won flood Friday* 

I said that* at'the risk of some seeming Irreverence* the meeting oould bo 
likened to an assembly of early Christians living under the Caesars in I 
Century Rome* in the fear of the police seising the assembly* etc* I 
was coldly factual in my statements of what the homosexual had to contend 
with in the way of hostile opinion. I stated that the homosexual had no 
rl^ts as euoh that the ooraminity was bound to rospeot, and that unfortu¬

discussion* and some fairly:intelligent: quest ons* It would seem* however, 
that Mr* Sagarin-Corey set me tup as a straw man to demolish my positions* 

He immediately took refuge in the theory of the so-called Great Men of 
History who happened to be homosexual* Several men ©am© in from time to 
time as the meeting progressed* and I abandonedspeech entirely at a 
point when six men noisily entered the roam* Stating that I had talked 
enoughand would endeavor to answer questions* One especially annoying 
Individual wanted to know whether I had ever studied history booauae he 
had seen the film "Quo Vadie” and didn’t know whether ho liked ray figire

A second confidential source adVised in 1952-1953 
that Edward Sagarin, who writesUnder the pen names of 
D.. W. Cory, Donald Webster Cory and Daniel Wesley Cory, is 
the proprietor of the Cory Book Service, 237 East 56th 
Street, NYC, specializing in books by and about homosexuals 
and in addition sponsors a bobk-of-the^month type or club 
for the distribution of these books among homosexuals. 

Source advised that Sagarin, as D. W. Cory, is 
the author of “The Homosexual In America", a subjective 
approach to the question of homosexuality. This book was 
published September 28, 1951 by Greenberg Publishers, NYC* 
a legitimate publisher. Source advised Sagarin then 
resided at 57 Lincoln Road, Brooklyn, NY. 

Source advised that Sagarin is a bad influence 
among the homosexuals in NYC and vicinity in that his activity 
amonfc the homosexuals tends to encourage homosexuality rather 
than to reduce it. 

Source stated that Sagarin is a homosexual and a 
despicable person who set up a group called ’’Homosexuals 
Anonymous” for the purpose of protecting their “Civil 
Rights" and in particular, to endeavor to have the United 
States Department of Defense change badi conduct discharges 
given servicemen who are homosexuals to good conduct discharges.
